NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Io another column we print a very iuteresting letter from Canada giving 
the writer’s views as to the condition of the Russian Jews in Winnipeg. He 
points out that the work at which the emigrants are said to be “ comfortably 
settled’ is heavy navvy's work on the local railway at Winnipeg. Tho unfor- 
tunate Rassian Jows have at least shown in this instance that they are willing 
to do any work, however heavy it might be. Unfortunately, however, this work , 


at which they are earning 83. to 103. a day, will cease daring the wiater, and — 


they will be once more thrown on their own resources. What are they to do ? 
Mach of the sympathy enlisted ia their cause will have disappeared, their emal! 
stock of money will have dwindled away in a short time, they will net have had 
time to learn the language or accustom themselves to the ways of the country. 
If means are not adopted to settle these poor people at some permanent mode 
of livelihood, their prospects will not in the end have been much bettered by 
the action of those who sent them to Canada. They will inevitably degenorate 
into pedlars, ard in all probability into schnorrers. While there is yet time it 
would be well if the Mansion Hous» Committee would coacer! with Sir Alex- 
ander Galt to prevent this fiasco. 


The letter from Cincinnati contained in another column casts grave doubts 
on the wisdom of the disporsion policy adopted by the Mansion House Con- 
mittee. If the facts are as they are stated in this letter, the unfortunate refugees 
were sent on to Cincinnati, St. Louis and St. Paul without a word of warning to 
the Jewish commenities of those towne, who were totally unprepared 
for the irruption. On -the other hand it is difficult to sea what other 
policy (in the absence of properly organized Jewish colonies), was open to 
the Londen Commi'tee, who had grave doubts of the efliciency of the Hebrew 
Emigrants’ Aid Society of New York, and had to act while the spring lasted. Of 
- course it would have been more polit» to have consulted Cincinnati, but there 
was no time to ask permission and there was a tolerable ceriainty that, if they 
had known, the Jews of that town would have refused what is after all no more 


than a portion of the task laid upon the Jews cf the world. Absolute precision. 


in proportioning the burden to the bearer-cannot be attained. It-must, how- 
ever, still be aimed at. 


The consecration of the St. John’s Wood Synagogae presented many — 


points of interest. The presencs of Professor Huxley may serve to remind 
us that Judaism has no doctrines repugnant to the teachings of Science, 
and his feelings could not bave been jarred by anything in the Consecration 
Service. Dr. Hermann Adler .made a good point ‘in referring to the 
progress made by Science as contrasted with tho remarkable retrogression in 
point.of tolerance thas occurs as a sort of eddy in the carrent of the world's 
moral progress. He drew attention also to the fact that a synigogue is some 
thing more than a bouss of prayer awong us. It forms a nucleus for communal 
work, a centre around which the practical energ’es of the community may 
radiate. And it tends to bring local members into the lerger life of the com- 
munity by bringing them into the centralising inflaence of the United Synagogue. 


At every consecration cere sony there will be fount geamblera who remark 
that the building is too luxurious io its external appirtenantes. They say 
“Why spead so mach money on the outside?” To which’the answer is, that 
besides the self-respect shown by such a course of action reacting on the 
respect of others for ue, tho outward appearancy of a synagogue ha; a bencficial 
effect on the mind of the worshipper. The hands»omo edifics ia Abbey Road 
happily typifi s the improved position of the Anglo- Jewish comnunity in the 
preeent day aa compared with tLe times when Jewish places of worship 
weie hidden away io bye streets and out of-the-way coracra.. Tins, have 


indeed changed siace the fev Jews on their return to this country assembled — 


for worship in the shabby meeting house in Kiag Screet, Aligate. Bat it 
is not merely io exteroal surroundings that tho comparison is gratifying. 
Pepys in his diary has recorded what he thouglit of the Jewish service as cca: 
ducted in his day. The numerous Christiaa visitors at ths services on Suntay 
las’ inust have carried away quite a different impression. 


In the list of the prizs-takers at the City of London School the Jewish boys 
again hold a distinguished place. As we announced last week, the Lionel de 
‘Rothschild scholarship is for the sscond time in ite history won by a Jc wish 
boy (Simeon Moves), who also holds the Sassoon Sanekrit exbibition. Both these 
prizes, althongh founded by Jewish benefactors, are open to all boys of the 
school without distinction of creed. We trust that the City of London school- 


boy will maintain as an Oxford man the brilliant reputation of bis «chool, | 


together with that of the Jewish community, ani that the younger generation 
of prize-winners will continue their studies with unabated industry and success. 
Intellectual distinctions are not new to the Israelites ; but the crown of learning 
‘rewaius the purest and brightest which a Jes can to wear, 


Now that a choral wedding service bas been held at the Great Synagogue—_ 


the Cathedral Synagogue as it is sometimes etyled—we may suppose that the 
 custcm has taken root among us even in the most orthodox circles. Wesee 10 
reason to regret this, We have referred in a previous Note to the advantages 
-arieirg from baving a building worthy of thoee who worship therein. Descending 


from the major to the minor it is bat right that those who desire it should be 


allowed to surround & ceremony 80 significant to the individuals concerned with 
such accessories as tend to make it the more impressive and agreeablo. 


Among the subjects set down for diecassion at the Church Congress to be 
held at Derby in October next, is the general condition of the Jews at the pro- 
sent day. The state of their religious belief, their prospects, and tho duty of 
the Courch towards them, are to form special questions for the debate. Wo 
cannot help feeling that there is some incengruity in giving place to euch an 
item among the many matters of bigh importance touching the religions 
social improvement of the marecs and the resistance to be made to the ecepti- 
cal spirit of the times that will be offered to the Coogress for consideration, 
Jadging from the names of two of the clergymen, who are to introdace the 
Jewieh discussion, we fear that it is but another endeavour to attract pablio. 
attention to the work that the various conversionist societies have in hand, 
and to obtain further support for their oporations. Soe Churchmen 
seem (o insist on overlooking the real resulta of the various schemes they 
encourage in order to secure Jewish converte to Christianity. Coneidering the 
energy expended and the extravagant funds at the disposal of the agents of 
the eonversionist societies, all must admit that the number of converts obtained 
yearly is contemptibly small. Nor is sufficient attention paid to the principle 
that ie really at the bottom ef suchschemes. If no one wil! be satisfied to hold 
any belief, without endeavouring by persistent persuasions of every kind, to 
induce all his neighbours tu share it, there can éxist no place for toleration, 
and it would only be honest for all those whe, through. conversionist societies, 
express their unwillingness to allow any difference of opinion on religious 
matters among their fellowmen, to avow at once their relationship with Torque- 
mada aod Queen Mary. We woula adviso chose who take part in the approack- 
ing debate at Derby to bear in mind the words of a very resolute and devout 
churchman, whoee religions ardour can hardly be disputed, for he died 
on the ecaffluld rather than. surrender what he believed two be part of 
the living dogma of the Church. Sir Thomas More in bis “ Utopia,” maintained 
that religious. differences should be left undiscussed, that frie liberty be given 
to every man to believe what he would, and’ that it is lawful for every man to 
favour and follow what religion he chooses. He urged, furiher,-that banishwent 
or bondage be ordered those who vehemently aad fervently strive aud contend 
dgaivst their neighbour's faith, And he added pertinently enough that he 
believed ‘ this decree would make better for the furtLerance of religion.” 


A curions suggestion of interest to Biblical students is made by a ocorres- 
pondent in a weekly contemporary. Some fragments of Babylonian history in 
which there cccur several close parallels with events recorded in tho Bouk of 
Genceis, are commonly referred to an author known by the name of Berosus, 
M. Lenormant and the best authorities have regarded the narrative of Berosus ae 
independent of the Scriptural accouante, but they havo been unable to discover 
who Berosus was and whether it wastle name of the author or the work. Sone 
have conjectured that he was a Chaldean priest who edited in Greek'the annals 
and legends of hia country, and this notion has been widely spread. It is now 
pointed out for the first time that the word Berosua is suspiciously like a Greek 


‘rendering of tho Hebrew the tithe-work of th» Biblisal. narrative 


and that it follows as probable that the coincidences. between the Baby- 
lonian chronicle and Genesia aro due to the actual! acquaintance the author 
of the former had with the latter, and that the writer gave hia book tho title 
which he fuuad ia the Hebrew text. Thus Berosus would ia itself mean little 
‘more than Gone-ii translated, and the Chaldean priest (if such is tho rank 
still retained for the author), would becoms a translator, it ia trae, 
from other works besides the Bible, but certainly from Genesis. ‘lhe theory 
is au iogenious one, and although it would greatly reduce the value of Berosus 
it would, if accepted, settle a diepated point. | :

RUSSIAN. REFCGEPS IN. AMERICA. 
TO TRE EMTOR OF THe CHRONICLE.” 
Rin.—Throvgh your journal I desire to say words to thé Londoa 
Committee of the Mansion Hoase Fund for Refagees. The action of 
this comtnittee seems to savour greatly of ignorance with respect to America, 
tesulting in cruelty to. those people shipped in loida ta different citivs on this 
Conticent. It was ezrced at the Conference held im Now. York on Juno 
that no ebipment of refugees should be made, except to that city, avd from 
there they should be Gfettibutcd through the country to places ae were. 
willing and able te recetee them. Thies wee assented to by tho representative of 
the London Commitier, Me Grorge 8 Yates. In violation of thie agreement 
these poor people have bern went direct from England to cities and tuwnes 
onable to care for them. It will be no answer to aay that New York refuses to 
receive more than can be absorbed aid provided for. If that city declines to 
accept more, it ia because neither employment nor outlet for them can te found. 
Ani set they are eent away from Evgland seeming'y with a view to be rid_ of 
them reaarcless of their future fate. And most cruelly wrong, they are sent 
in al) casér, without a word of premonition. What isthe result? Oa Friday 
night last, about 10 p.m, a shipment of these our brethren arrived at the rail- 
toad station, men, women, and children. literally in a famishing condition, 
having travelled nearly forty hours without a morsel of food from shipboard 
to bere, packed and shipped hke so many cattle. Except for the hnmanity ot 
the railroad train labourere, some of those people must have perished from etarva- 
tion. No premonition to a tingle soul here, unheralded, unknown, unexpected, 
thiee men, women, and childien came, they passed their weary night in the 
railroad “company's ehede, until carly morning when notice was sent to our 
committee, and on the Babbath we were compelled to go to work to procure 
food, raiment, aud abelter for these 250 helplees beings. Crael it was to send 
them at all, but doubly crnel to them and to us, without a word of notice, so 
that we might have been prepared te receive them, which we would have doue 
imincdiately on arrival without leaving them ia the open air liable to contract

hard work and no reat, theee people were housed in different. places. What 
now to do with them we are ata lors to know. We have already between 
three and four hundred families with us, under. the charity of our p°ople, and 
th re is a time when forbearatce crases to Le a virtue, it bas now arrived, aad 
all future shipments will be simply returned, But this ia one out of wiaoy 
caiop of like nature. We are implored by another city by telegram to roceive 
tLord sent to that place just as théy come here. A like’ shipment of about 
JO) soula have been mad* to a emall town with a very amall congregation of 
our pecple, and they Are panic stricken. Imagine 500 helpless Russian refugees 
sent to ipswich with an imperative demand thatthe people there must receive, 
féed, clothe, and maintain them, that is exactly what has been done by your 
London Committee, only the name of the place ie St. Paui’s, a quiet, amaii town 
in the State of Minnesota, which already had been tased with es many as it 
could support. Exactly like the esse here, was another at St. Louis; the people 
arrived. there to the nuuiber af 300 worss than bo many cattle, for cattle are 
accompanied by a bill of lading tothe consigace, who can prepare to feel the 
brutes, but these people of cur language, ranivers iu a strag ze land, 
without a helping haud are dropped down, without knowiag where to go, whom 
to speak to, where to get a crust of br.ad or a drop. of water, and: there they 
came when everyone of tie committee of that city exeept-one were absent on 
another twission of Jewish benevolence at-an orphan Aylum ia Cleveland, Nor 
id it known that these anfortanate beings were huddled together at the seaboard 
on their arrival, in railway cars and sent to distances 800, 1 200, and 1,800 wiles 
without a moreel of feod, and on. arrival at thefr destination after. 40, 60, and 
hours’ confinement closed ralway care through forest and cities, they 
arrive tick, emaciated, and famishid “Ob shame where is thy blush?’ If 
tuis is to continue and the shipments are tv be made without first knowing what 
is to become of the emigrants, it will coe to pais that they will degenerate 
into @ people of beggars on the high reat, outcasts, aud possibly criminals, 
disgraciog not only us but the name of Jew, and adding fresh fuel to the already 
suflicient prejudice against our people. Geatlemen of the Committes, for your 
bake, for our sake, for theirsake, for Goi's sake stop this and. avert a greater 
evil than is now on us. One word more and | havedone, If the Londou Com- 
mittee desire to send more emigrants to this country aad will seed agents and 
sufficient means to take charge of them and to keep them as its protegés and 
war's, they can find pecpls to arsist them here in nombers, but the financial 
ability of the people has been taxed to its utmost, and is daily, hourly called 
on for those who are here, and they are wholly unwilling to receive more.

Pacific Railway anthorities in grading and ballasting the road, some 20 miles 
west of here. The Railway Company have chown these people great considera. 
tion in providing them, adjacent to the works, with tenta, bedding, stores, &e. 
gratis, also an interpreter, who is always attending them ; the wives and familica 
are along with the men, attending to the cooking, washing and other domestic 
duties. The men are earning frow $2 to $259. (8+ to 10s) per day, ant are 
tolerably happy ; but etill, as bright a+ thiags loos for the moment for thers 
avfortunate creatires, so nething tavra permacent in the way of labour for the 
future has to be taken ioto consideration, pitticularly asthe railway work coages 
when the winter seta in until the openias: of spring, and then the question arigo. 
how are theee people to bs provided ior durieg the winter mouthé, autil the 
work commences again in the epring ? 

This being purely an agricuitaral conatry, no manufacturing watever 
bting conducted, tt would be as weil, perhaos, t» impress upon, the Mansion 
Kelicf Committee and others intereste! that it is absolutely necexpary 
to inaugufat4 geome acheme at once to place these unfortunates on the 
Grant Lands cf {ie country, which ‘compr'ss upwards of 200 million acres of 
as rich a evil as thers fs on tire face of the earth, yicl ing cropa not excolly Lig 
any part of the wor! 3 7 

I questioned some tf the meu az to their desire to go farming, and they 

almost unanimously stat! thoy world giadly do so if they were ig a position to, 
but none of them seemed alo fo take advantage of the Government's liberal 
offer, viz. acres to cach tnale adult, on payment of $19 (£9) for tho neces. 
safy papers in connoction therewith. Of rottse tho latter amountis the emallest 
portion of the capense, since cach family requites an outfit to start life with, 
vie, a yoko of and 4 plough t0 broek the tand with, agrioniural tools, 
besides the erection of a small howe, the entire of which, it is estimae |, wil] 
not exceed $500 (£100) It mq tires no practical farmer to till the land io this 
country, as there are no forests tu clear, the laad being ali prairie aod so r'ch it 
never rqaires manoring. 
To accomplish their settlemant, I woald strongly advocate the formation 
of a Joint Stock Colonization Company, founded on the sam» plan as num dere 
of similar Companies in Canada, for the purposes of placing these refugees on the 
lande, providing thom with an outfit and a permanent home, in order that they 
may become usefal in this coontry and recognized in a body as an acquisition 
in developing the soil ; otherwise they will crowd the cities and towns and pro- 
ceed to make a precarious living as formerly, ia their pecaliar happy-go-lucky 
manner, which is extremely undesirabie, besides eventually having a tenlency 
to lower them in the estimation of the pubiic and bringing them into 
contes pt. 

These Companies [ speak of are formed for the purpose ef rendering 
assistance to new settlers, equipping them with au outfit and bailding them a 
homé, taking a mortgage with interest on each individaal homestead !fo- m juices 
advanced uatil the dabt is dischargai. Tuess Compaates are oaly nov ia their 
infancy, but are-calculated not only to prove a geoat boon to the settlers but 
are expected, financially, to bo a grea: success, your reatera, feeling 
sufficiently. interested, can obtain abuodauce of literature and. iafor natioa 
on thia subject by applying at the o'lices of the Canadian Goverament Agency 
cetablished in London. 

It would be useless to depend on a Jewish compiny of this kind being 


besides, as a rule, only in moderate circumstances, although | have no doubt, if 
the company was once iloated in London, a gool proportion of the stock would

I would respec'fally suggest that the Mansion Rslief Comnittee 
establish an cflice bere at onte, with a resident agent to charge; to confer anil 
act in conjunction with the Government in settling these people-as they arrive, 
to eee that the emigrants are temporarily provided for, aud pilot thess uof»r- 
tunates through their difficultics on arriving here—whica [ assare yo. are many 
—silce they are invariably without means and cannot epeak Eaglish, kao#v no- 
thing of the customs of the country, &c. ‘There are certainly four or tive Jowiwh 
fawilies here who have done their utmost ia the past to alleviate the distress of 
these new comers, but it is doabtial whether they will do anything ia the fature, 
as they now look upon it ae an imposition that the burden of lockiug after 
people shoald be throwp on their /imited number. and resources. 

In conclusion, Sir, | hops that the Mansion House Relief Com nities an! 
others interested ia the matter, will take into consideration the soggestions | 
have made, as I feel confident they will at once see that something mors hia to 
be done than simply to stow away these people on board the ships at Liverpool 
and bid them “ Adieu,”

In thie menths’ number of the Nineteenth Century Mr. Laurerce Olin) ant 
gives a very able statement of bis views on “ the Jews and the Eartern Question.’, 
Commencirg by an iogerions cennection between Rar sian pereecotion of the 
ard the ontburet of Mebammedcsn zeal in Egypt, be argues that the 
Kastern question is in large measure a question of religion. Ho then contras‘a 
the adip'ability of Jew and Moslem respectively for codero civilization, and 
Lis on the former are dear rving of qootation : 


The very fact that the Jews have never acknowledged any epiritual head but 
(God, rendereé it more easy fcr them to wership in all lands and under al! conditions 
than it would have been had they owned a spiritual allegiance to any temporal hed 
of their religion. The utter alcence of any de-ire to prorelstive or obtrude their 
theological views ujon the people among whom they lived, was a necessity of their 
;xistence, even had it not enterel into the spirit of their worship, Again, the 
institutions and ceremonial observances of their religion were not calculated to 
shock the moral sense of Christian communities; and for economic and other 
rearons they coull not, even had they wished, have continued to maintain a social 
tyttem based on polygamy, and a broad inequality of the sexes. All these con: 
‘iderations enable them to a‘apt the form of faith and moral code which they 
troughté wit them from the Exist to the hab and mxlesof life of the West, antil, 
with the advance of moltérn’ thought and the growlfog tendency which the more 
edvanced and liberal Jews have shown to assimi ate themselves with the natives of 
ibe various countries of their adoption, they are gradually abandoning or neglect- 
ing the rites of their religion and its ceremonial observances, and, in America, 
erpectally, are manifosting a diepos tion to obliterate the last traces of tribal dietiac- 
tion, and by intermoer.iage to amalgamate as simple Deiets or Unitarians with such 
of the gezeral community as repudiate the doctrines of o thodox Christianity, ,. . 
The Jew. on the other hand, ente:taine no euch hostile feeling fur the Caristian. 
thcugb, God knows, he has much more rese)n to His terrible struggle for 
existeace bas sharp-ned his faculties, until be has acquired a marvellous instinot 
for the crploitation of his Christian neighbours ; but ic has not developed any hatred 
forthem, On thecontrary, who are not too“ aivanced’ feel a proud 
of religious and intellectusl superiority which, so far as the latter part of the 
. sentiment is concerce}, has been fully justified by experience The orthodox Jew 
is sustained under all the adverse circumstances of his fate by the living hope that

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MR, LAURENCE OLIPHANT ON THE JEWS AND THE 
EASTERN QUESTION, 


In the current number of the Nineleenth Century Me. Laurence O.ipnant 
speaks out his views on the Jewish question'with thorough candour and at 
the same time with a practical grasp of the problem he is dealing with. It 
has rarely been our lot to read a contribution from a writer outside our own 
circle that displays so much sympathy with, and knowledge of, the aspira- 
tions of Jews. It is not too bigh a comp!iment to say that Mr. Oxtruant 
has only been surpassed by the late Geonce¢ Exior in this respect, and he 
could not desire any higher ‘praise. 

No greater contrast could be found than that between the spirit in 
which Mr, Otiruant approaches his subject and that which animated Mr. 
Gotpwin SuitH when writing in the pages of the same journal. Not that 
Mr. Ouirnant is all praise. 
deserve, but he does it in a kindly spirit, and not without allowing us credit 


for our virtues. We have in another column given an abstrart of his line of 


argument, and copious extracts in his own eloquent words. 

What must strike every reader of this article is the clear distinction 
seized upon by Mr. Ouiraant between the Jews of the West and East of 
Europe. The distinction is clearly in existence and most Jews weild 


recognize it, but it has been customary for non-Jewish writers to lump all 


Jews together in one category. Mr. Oxirnant, on the other hand, is 
clear-sighted enough to see that the solution he offers for the Jewish 
question is just at present only applicable to the Eastern Jews, He is too 
ready, however, to think that all feeling of aspiration for the Retura has 
died out of the bosoms of Western Jews. He appears to have been im- 
pressed by an oft-told anecdote which represents one of the 
Roruscnitps ag saying that when the Messiaa comes he will apply 
for the post of Palestinian Ambassador at Paris, We do not 
think, however, that this frame of mind represents accurately the tone with 


_ which most Western Jews would meet any practical proposal for a Return,» 
The difference between East and West in this regard we rathor taks to be — 


this: The Jews of the East are in an unfortunate position, the 
Jews of the West are tolerably satisfied with their lot; consequently 
it might be a temporal benefit for the LKastern Jews to 
go to Palestine while the temporal sacrifice on the part of the 
Western Jew would be very great indeed. The latter, therefore, very 
reasonably desires to be assured of some practical benefit (not necessarily 
material, let it be as ideal as you wish) which will result from an attempt at 
the Return. He likewise recognizes the discouraging effect of afailureon any 
fulure prospects of sneces3, For these reasons Western Jews are at present 
adverse to any premature attempt, though we feel sure that few English 
Jews who read Mr. Oxrruant’s article will refrain from feeling an impulsive 
movement of enthusiasm towards the great ideal held out to our race by his 
words. What Mospgscat the Dreamer aimed after is here broaght forward 
by a practical man of the world as an actua! solution of a political 
Though Mr, Ouirgant has undoubtedly hit upon a striking distinction 
between the two branches of our race, it is not to be forgotten that they 
belong after all to the same family-tree and ultimately draw their spiritaal 
nourishment from the same soil, Or to change the simile, head and heart 
may have different functions to perform, bat they belong to the same 
organism. The very outburst of enthusiasm that has been headed by the 
English Jews proves that there is a sympathy between Eastern and 
Western Jews which all the “corrupting influences of civilization” as Mr, 
 -CLaptaxt would call them, do not appreciably lessen, The author of

He very rightly asks if there is to be no outcome to the 
travail through which the Jewish people have passed for so many ages, 
The whole of history would be a meaningless concomitance of fortuitous 
events ifthe history of the Jews is never to beconsammated by the Return. 


among the nations of civilization where scepticism has so much spread. He- 
asks very pertinently from what quarter we might more likely expect the 
new birth of religion than fromthe Jewish race who first taught it to the 
world and who have had such deep spiritual trials to teach them the signi- 
fica: ce of life. It is the close connection of the Return with tese great 
topics that lends such a halo to the slightest prospect of it. It is gratify- 
ing to find its significance in this regard so thoroughly appreciated by a 
writer like Mr, O.trnant who cannot be accused of apocalyptic dreaming 
and has earned a reputation as one au fuit with practical life. 

Mr, Oxtruayrt has strack a note of warning when he proceeds to point 
out the permanent danger of Jewish persecution in the Kast of Europe. 
H» has indicated one source of antagonism to the Jewa, although he pic- 
turesquely exaggerates the facts, in the following passage: “ The Siay 
peasant was as certain to disappear before the sober, industrious, and highly 
intelligent Jew unless protected by his Government, as the Red Indian — 
‘before the Anglo-Saxon."’ The trath of course is that both Jews and 
Slavs have use ul qualities which supplement each other; buat the speci 
characteristic of the Jew is to possess the qualities which are most highly 
adapted to and rewarded by modern civilization.. When the Jew beats his 
neighbour in the East of Kurope ia the struggle for existence, envy 
often follows with all the effects of that passion on ancultared minds, 
The anti-Semitic movement is therefore a perpetual menace to Jadaism 
which can be obviated by the colonization of Palestine. 

The reader will observe that ‘in almost-every point of Mr. Octraant’s 
argument ‘we are in substantial agreement with him, We have before 
arged in these columns that Palestine colonization juliciously directed 
affords a most desirable solution of many of the difficulties of Eastern 
Jews in general, It is gratifying to find that our views are shared by 
a writer so intelligent and who has such a practical acquaintance with the 
subject as Mr. Lacnence

OUR ST. PETERSBURG LETTER. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
ST. PETERSBURG, JULY 24, 1882, 

The cireular of the Minister of Finance dated 13th July, quoted in my last 
Iztter, and dealing with the liquor-traffic of the Jews, has already begun to exercise 
a cisturbing and fatal influence. A cry of despair from thonsands of Jewish fami- 
lies, whose meats of livelihood are threatened, bas risen in all the 14 governments 
where Jews are allowed to reside. Even in the anna's of Russian policy agatast 
the Jews it ia the first instance where the Governameat bas introduc a new law 


dealing with property or the private rigata of its cilizens without giving them any 


time to protect themeelves against posuniary losa or othet damage to their 
inte ests.. Oa the very day of issue the circular began its operation, aud thousands 
of Jewish innkeepera and wine merchants wero prevented thereby from obtainiag 
their legal patents, and even the value of their houses at once sank considerably, 
The mighty masa of Jews who have teen brought to begyary in the last two years 
has been by this one stroke enormously increased. 

The Jewish public had not yet revovered from the severe blow caused by this 
circular of the Fixance Minister when a new messago of dismay appeared in. the 
ehape of a cecret ciroular of the Minister of War, ordering a decrease in the number 
of Jewish physicians on the steff of the army, Jewish physi.iaas, up. to now the 
ouly persone of their creed who had reeosniced official etatus (a fow jurlete excepted, 
appointed uncer a former Miaister cf Justice, Coant Palen), had givea no 
opportunity for any mistrust on the part of the Governmen*, Nor has thare been 
avy abeence of recognition on the part of the Government, The former Minister of 
War, Coust Milatia, Goneral Pisld-Mirsha!l Prinoe Nicholaus-Alexandro- 
vitz, ard the Chief of the Medical Staff, General Koa'off, have frequently paid 
tribute to the eelf-sacrificing fidelity to duty and unwearying zeal of the Jewish 
phyticians in peace as in. war, err 

Dr. Wuwedzeif, well known abroad for his important scientific discoveries, an 
boly phyrician to Prince Alexandrowitz, isan éaroest Jew, and is not the only one 
among his Jewish colleaguea who have reached equal'y high poste of trast, Phy-icians 
decorated with orlers and with titles of the highest rank a-e s9 usual amoaget us 

‘as not to attract the slightest attention. Ia the last Turkish war ani in tie Con- 
tral Asian Expedition hundreds of Jewish doctors were emp!oje}, and many fell 
victims to their devotion. Only last year the whole Rassian lress bewailed tie loss 
of the promising young Jewish physician Dr. Trotzks, who was stabbed by a Tekinza 
while in the performance of his daties in Gentral Skobeleff's army. From all this 
one might have assumed that Jewish doctors at least had no reason to fear any anti- 
Semi:ic movement against trem, eo, however. The present anti-Semitie 

Miai-ter of War, Wanoweky, has proved the coutrary.: Ile is not content to attack 

the rights of the Jewish doctors, but he fs little-minded enough to ineuls the honour 
of thousands of worthy men. He gives as the motive of the cireular referred to 
the followisg bold a*cusation : ‘It is neecssary to preveat ths gradual increase in 

the number ef Jewi-h doctors on the military staff on account of fhe want of a 

fulfilment of their dutg, and in consequencs of their. uv 
iuflucnce on the sanitary acrveicc im the regimenta, as several commanding officers 
have observed to me.” You can easily imagine how deeply hart Jewish doctors feo} 
at this insult to their honour, esp cially on the part of one who, with the culture

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. THE JEWS OF EGYPT. 


A fuitber batch of prisonora have beea tried and found guilty for crimes, 
more or less grave, committed on the occasion of the riots at Balta. Some of 
the sentences were very severe, Two murJerers were condemned to death by 
hanging. 

During the disturbances at Witepsk which are mentioned in our St. Peters- 

' burg correepondent’s letter, the rioters, disgusted at the intervention of the 
' police, attempted to destroy the residence of a gendarme. Eventually order 
was restored through the joint ¢ffor's of the police and the fire brigade. Four 
persons were arrestod and summarily dealt with. 

Although it has been officially stated that the three repreesive measures 
againet the Jews which Count Igaatieff introduced shortly before hie fall did 
not affect the Jews in Poland, several instances have occurred in which these 
measures—eepecially the one forbidding Jows to do any business on Sondays 
or holidaye—have been acted upon to ths detriment of onr coreligionists in 
several Polish towns. Steps are being taken to direct Count Tolsto.’s attention. 
to the matter. | 

The Jewish population at Wareaw, who had not yet recovered from the 
shock cansed by the terrible riots of last Christmas, have now bean completely 
reassured by means of a strongly worded circular letter addressed by the chief 
of police to his eubordinates, in which- he ordera the most energetic measures 
to be taken in the event of any anti-Jewish disturbances breaking out at any 
time in the city. These measures are of such a nature as to make riote well 
nigh impossible. 

A terrible conflagration cccarred at Radziwilow in the early part of last 
week, causing the destruction to upwards of three bundred Jewish houses, in- 
clading synagogues, echoola, and other communal institutions. Ssveral hundreds 
of Jewish families are rendered homeless by the calamity.  Radziwilow being 
situated close to the Galician frontisr and. near Brody relief was at once sent 
from that town, although many Jewish merchants in Brody are themselves 
great losers by the fire. M. Veneziani, on his return to B.ody from Vienna, at 
once procceded to the ecene of the disaster, in order to give personal assistance 
to the destitute Jewish families, ) 

The news which reaches us from Ragesia throngh the medinom of our 
Jewish contemporaries, happily contioues to be of a. reassuring - character. 
Matters appear to have settle! down iato their former groove, although isolated 
cases of attacks upon the Jews still occar now and then (in one jostance a 
Jewish woman was felled to the ground aod instantaneously killed by some 
peseants who refused to pay for the liquor tuey*had draok). Toese attacks, 
howevér, do not appear to be prowpted by the sane hostile feclings as the. 
riote and murders of last aud the present -year.. The Jlamelitz of last

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 

The Politsche Corresponden:. ia informed from Lemberg that on the8.h of the 
past month 9.767 refog+oa from Kuesia were still left at Brody. Between the 
9th and 14th this number was reduced by the despatch of 972 persons to Rassia 
chicfly vid Radziwilow, and by no less than 3) deaths. 

Much sympathy has been shown in Dua'ch Guiana for tho victims of 
Russian barbarity, although for several reasons it has been found impracticable 
to agree to the suggestion of the Amsterdam Committee that several thousands 
of the refogees should be loeated in different parts of the colony.

According to a telegram from Alexandria, nearly all the Jewish residents of 
Damietia, Toot Bents, and Calinb bave been massacred by Arabe, Several 
families who attempted to make their escape were forcibly removed from the 
railway carriages, and bound to the rails. Ths traia was then set ia motion 
and the poor people were crushed to death. 

It is sated that among the edifices which were pillaged at Alexandria was 
the Great Synagogue, known as thesynagogue of. the Prophet Elijah. Probably 
many of our readers are aware that tradition assigos to this synagogas th, 
honour of having been founded by the prophet, According to sons tralitiorg 
several scrolla of the Law which were preserved in the synagogue originally 
belonged to the ancient synagogue of Heliopolis, and dated from the tine of 
Philo. 

_ The number of Europeans who have fled from Egypt in consequence of the 
disturbed state of the country is estimated at 60,000. Of these 15 per cent. 
or about 4 000, are said to be Jewe, fully onc-half being Italians, 

Oo the 19:h ult. 15 Jewish families who had fled from Egypt arrived at 
Cracow, all of them being natives of Galicia. Their travelling expenses were 
defrayed by the Austrian Government.

A correspondent writes from Leghorn, under date 29.h ult. : Jews who have 
fled from Egypt have arrived here in large numbers, many without change of 
linen, with insufficient clothing, acd in great distress, natives of Exypt aa] 
others. ihe authorities are doing their best for them, aud collections are being 
made on thir behalf. The same also applies to Naples. 

‘The princely residences of Baron Jacob d> Menasse-and his sons, B, 
Menasce (American Vice-Consul) and Ilya Mecasce have all been pillaged ; even 
the heavy articles which could not be carried away were wantonly destroyed, ' 
though the buildings were gninjared. The natare of the valuable articles that 
are stored in tliese pala’ial residences is well ko vn, and the sight of the most 
reckless destruction of these valuables mu.t have been very distressing. 

Jusif Gohar, whom it was thought had escaped to Smyrna, was unable to 
get away. He, however, left Alexandiia for Cairo just before the boinbardinent, 
where he was succoured and kept in hiding, together with othere, in the honse 
of a Mutsnlian for five days. Increased fear and anxiety caused them to leave 
Cairo for Port Said, in compapy with another large body of fugitives, many of 
them being Italians. From Port Said Josif Gobar made his way back again to 
Alexandria, and ove accustomed to seeing that city as it was previously to 
the bombardment would not be able to recoguizs the place in its present mst 
deplorable condition.

It has likewise issued an edict 
in which it directs that those who have settled in the country during the last four 
months are to be sent back. Thus on Monday the 23rd of June, the Governor of 
Jaffa interdicted an Austrian vessel from disembarking the emigrants it had on 
board, and threatened with the gravest penalties those who dared to land. ‘The 
Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem was communicated with and a meeting took place at his 
residence as to what course to take. M. Kriger, Secretary to the Governor of 
Palestine was present at this meeting. Thanks to the latter, the superior authorities 
at Jeruealem sent instructions by telegram to the Governor of. Jaffa to allow the 
emigrants toland, We have been informed that some of the passengers went on 
shore at Jaffa, and others at Beyrout. When one sees the great distress that 
prevails here, the action of the Turkish Government is approved of ; it would, in 
fact, only tend to increase the general distress if these emigrants were permitted 
to settle in Palestine, unless their Western coreligionists themselves undertook to 
orcanise the colonisation of Palestine.”’
